The Alvar Guards So Assured 
Adjutant General Irish. 


Adjutant General Irish of the Mich­ 
igan National Guards has written that 
upon the filing of a bond of 11000 the 
Alger Guards, Benton Harbor’s new 
military organization, will be supplied 
with uniforms. 
Mr. Irish writes fur­ 
ther that no arms can be issued to inde- 
Ecndent companies: that the state 
as scarcely enough to equip the Na­ 
tional Guards. 


Tbe uniforms, consisting of dress 
coat and helmet, which the adjutant 
« 


eneral says will be issued to the Alger 
Guards upon application to Quarter­ 
master White, were once used by the 
Michigan National Guards and were 
drawn from the general government 
at Washington on the Mlchigau allow­ 
ance. 
They were discarded when 
dress uniforms went out of use. 


The general government has re­ 
commended the destruction of these 
uniforms as it is the object not to have 
the uniforms of the u. S. army worn 
by anyone not in the military service, 
but the state military officers thought 
it might help and encourage indepen­ 
dent military organizationslf an issue 
of this clothing was made to them upon 
their filing of a bond to account for it. 
The St. Joseph company, Mr. Irish 
says, has filed a bond of $1,000 as a 
foundation of a requistlon for the dress 
coats and helmets and there.are more 
of them left which the Alger Guards 
may procure upon application.

W ashington, March 29.—n irc e more 
days will probably see the end of the 
BtruRKle over the Dlngley tariff bill in 
the house. The bill will be

amendment until I o'clock on Wednes­ 
day, when the debate Is to close with a 
two-hour diaplay of oratory. Thé vot­ 
ing Is to begin a t 3 o’clock on that day. 
Bo far as known there will be no break 
in the Republican ranks, but at least 
four of the Democrats will brave the 
party whip and cast their votes for the 
bill—three from Louisian* and one from 
Texaa. There Is also a probability that 
one Populist and one sllverlte will vote 
for the protectlre measure. 
Dlngley, 
who has engineered the bill through the 
eddies of debate, will devote his ener­ 
gies to pressing the consideration of the 
bill forward with the utmost expedition 
In order to complete It Ijefore the vote Is 
taken. But the Democrats are pursu­ 
ing a course which has thus far ren­ 
dered progress extremely dlfflcult. 
(iettlng Along Mighty Ulowly. 


But fourteen of the 162 pages of the 
bill were disposed of In the two days 
of last week. At this rate It would re­ 
quire twenty-one days for the house, 
sitting seven hours u day, to complete 
.the consideration of the bill under the 
nve-m inute rule. If the present tactics 
of the opposition are persisted in it Is 
nut improbable that night sessions will 
be held today and tomorrow. The pol­ 
icy of the Democrats thus far has been 
to attacic every itt^it and make it the 
text for general assaults on the bill. It 
Is understood that they will nutke a 
fuirtlcularly strong stand against the 
Iteel and sugar schedules. They do not

He Show« What We Owe the Greek»—A 
Debt In Laatnace, Art. Herolnm an«! 
Medicine—The Be.t Wajr to Pajr the 
Debt. 


WAsniKGTOJT, March 98.—As Dr. Tab 
inago’8 sormonenro published on bot<h sides 
tho ocenn, this discourso on n Bubjeot of 
worldwide interest will attract universal 
attention. His text was Romans I, 14, 
nnt debtor both to tho Qrooks and to tho 
burbarlnns." 


At this time, when that bchonioth of 
abominations, 
MohamniodonlHm, 
after 
having gorged Itself on tho carcns.so3 ot 
100,000 Armenians, Is trying to put Its 
paws upon ono of tho fairest of all na­ 
tions, that of tho Qreeks, 1 preach this 
fionnon of sympathy and protest, for ev­ 
ery Intelligent person on this side of the 
sea, as well as tho othei'sidc, llko Paul, 
who wrote tho text, is debtor to the Greeks. 
Tho present crisis Is emphasized by tho 
guns of the allied powers of Europe, ready 
to be unlimbered against the Hellenes, and 
I am asked" to speak out. 
Paul, with a 
master Intellcet of tho ages, sat In bril­ 
liant Corinth, the great Acro-Corlnthus 
fortress frowning fronj the height of 1,«580 
feet, and In tho house of Qalua, where he 
was a guest, a big pile of money near him, 
which he was taking to .lerusalem for the 
poor. 


In this letter to the Romans, which 
Chrysostom admired so much that he had 
It n?ad to him twice a week, Paul prnctl- 
cjilly says: “ I, tho apostle, am bank­ 
rupt. I owe what I cannot juiy. but I will 
pay as largo a pertientage as 1 can. It Is 
an obligation for what Greek liternture 
and Greek sculpture atul Greek arohltee- 
ture and Gn*ek prowess have done for mo. 


I will i>ay all lean In InstJillmentsof evan­ 
gelism. 1 am Insolvent to tho Greeks. ” 
Hellas, as the inhubltants call ic, or 
Greoce, as we eall it, is insignilieant lu 
size, about a third as large as the state of 
Nmv York, but what It lacks in bi-eadth it 
makes up in height, with Its moimt^tins 
Cyleno and Era and Taygettis and Tym- 
phrestus, each over 7,000 feet In eltivatlon, 
and Its Parnassus, over 8,000. 
Just the 
country for uilghty men to be born lu, for 
lu all lauds the most of the IntelkHitual 
and moral giants were not born on Uie 
plain, but had for cradle the valley bu 
tween two uioantalns. 
That country, no 
part of which Is more than 40 miles from 
the sea, has made its Impress upon rhu 
world as no other notion, and it totlay 
holds a first mortgage of obligation upon 
all civilized people. Whllo we must leave 
to statesmonshlp and diplomacy the setUe- 
meut of the Intricate questions which now 
involve all Europe and Indirectly nil ua 
tions, it Is time for all ohurehes, all schools, 
all unlversltlef, all arts, all literature, to 
sound out lu the most emphaUo way the 
declaration, “ I am debtor to tne Greeks." 


The Ureek l.augu«K«. 


In the first place, we owe to their Inn 
gunge our New Testament. 
All of It wa<t 
first written lo Greek, except the Ixiok of 
Matthew, and that, written iu the Aru 
luiean language, was soon put into Greek 
by our Saviour’s brother James. 
To the 
Greek language we owe the best sermon 
ever preached, the best letters ever w rit­ 
ten, tho best vlslous over kindled. All the 
parables In Greek. 
All the miracles In 
Greek. 
Tho sermon on the mount In 
Greek. The story of Bethlehem and Gul 
gotha and Olivet and Jordan l)anks and 
Galilean beaches and Pauline embarka 
tlon and Pentecostal tongues and seven 
trumpets that soundeil over Patiuos have 
come to tho world In liquid, Hymiuetrlcul, 
pictui'esque, phlloiiophic, uurivuleit Greek, 
instead of the gibberish language iu whleh 
many of the uatloos of the tvtrth at that 
time Jabbered. Who can forget ii, and who 
aiu exaggerate Us thrilling Importance, 
that Christ and heaven were introduced to 
us lu the language of the Greeks, the Ittu 
guage lu which Homer had sung and 
Sophocles dramatized and Plato dlalogueil 
und Socmtes discoursed and Lycurgus leg 
islated and Demosthenes thunden'd his 
oration on "The Crowuy” 
Everlasting 
thanks to God that the waters of life were 
not handed to the world in the unwashed 
cup of corrupt languages from which tui­ 
tions hod lieen drinking, but in the olei\u, 
bright, golden Upped, emerald handled 
elmliceof tho Hellenes. Learned Curtlus 
wrote a whole volume about the Greek 
verb. Philologlstii century after century 
have been measuring the symmetry of that 
language, laden with elegy and philippic, 
drama and comedy, “ Odyssey” and ” 11- 
iiid,” but the grandest thing that Greek 
langiuige ever iiccomplished was to glvo to 
lihe world tho beneiliction, the comfort, the 
Irradiation, the salvation, of the gos[>el of 
tho Son of God. 
For that we are »*^btors 
I to the Greeks. 


And while speaking of our philological 


:7nnysons, Ix>ngfe1lowH a n d Bryants of 
1,800, and 1,000 years after Christ. There 
Is not an cflfcctlvo pulpit or editorial chair 
or profossor’s rotim or onlturctl parlor or 
Intelligent fannhouse today In America or 
Kuropo that could not appropriately em­ 
ploy P aul’s ejaculation and sny, “ I t»iu 
debtor to tho Greeks.’’ 


Tho fact Is this—Paul had got mnoh of 
his oratorical jHiwer of expression from 
the Greeks. Thar ho had studied their lit­ 
erature was evldt'Ut when, standing in tho 
presence of an audletico of Greek scholars 
on Mars hill, which overlooks Athens, he 
dniwl to quote from otie of their own 
Greek poets, cither Cleanthtis (ir Aratus, 
deolarlng, “ As certub» also of your own 
poets have said, ‘ For wo arc also his otT- 
s p r l n g . A n d he uiade Ki'ourate {¡uota- 
tlou, (neanthus, ono of tlie poets, having 
w ritten: 
For wo thino olTsprlnK are. All tlilng.*i that 
croop 


Arc but tho echo of the voicn divlntn 


And Aratus, one of their own poets, had 
w ritten: 
Doth onro perplexT Ih lowering danger nigh? 
Wo nro hl8 ofTHpring, and to Jovu wo Hy. 


It was rather n risky thing for Paul to 
attenjpt to quote extompornneouoly from a 
{K)cm in a language foreign to his and be 
fore Gnnik schohirs, but Paul did it with­ 
out statnmering and then acknowledgwl 
before the most distinguished audience on 
tho planet his lndebt»Hlne.ss to the Greeks, 
crying out In his oration, “ As one of your 
own poets has said." 


OrveiRii Arohltectur«. 
Furthermore, all tho civilized world, 
like Paul, Is Indeljted to the Greeks for 
arehltecture. The world liefore the tlmo t)f 
the Grwiks had built monoliths, obelisks, 
cromlechs,sphinxes and pyramids, but they 
were mostly monuiiu‘nt.al to tho dwid 
>vhom they failed to memorialize. 
Wo are 
not certain cvjin of the names of thoHc In 
who.‘!e comnieiuoratlon the pyramids were 
built. Hut Greek architecture did most for 
the living. Ignoring Egyptian precedents 
nnd borrowing nothing fnmi other na­ 
tions, Greek arohllecture earvinl its own 
columns, set its own pediments, adjusted 
Us own entablntures, rounded its own 
moldings ami earrli.-d out as never before 
the three qualities uf right building, called 
by an old author ‘llrinltas, nlllltas, venu 
Stas'—namely, llrmness, usefulness, beau 
ty. Although the Piirthentui on the Acrop 
oils of Athens is only a wrei’k of the 
storms nnd eartluiuakes uml bombard 
meuts of many eenturlc!), and although 
Lord KIgin took from iftjo side of that 
buiUliiiK, Hi nn expense of §260,000, two 
shiploads ut sculpture, ono shipload going 
down in the Mediterranean and tho other 
shipload now to be found in the British 
museum, tho Parthenon, though lu com 
purative ruliw, has been an Inspiration to 
all architects for couturles past and will 
bo an Inspiration all tho time from now 
until tho world Itself Is a tomple of ruin 
Oh, that Parthenon! 
One never gets over 
having once seen it. 
But what must It 
have betin when it .•aood as its architects, 
lUltnos and Kallikrates, built It out of 
Pentellonii marble, white as Mont Blauc 
at utiuuduj anil as uvervvhelmlng. Height 
above height. Overtopping the august and 
majostie pile and rising from Its roof was 
a statue uf Pallas Promachus lu bronze, 
so tall and flashing that sailors far out at 
sea beheld tho plume of her helmet. With­ 
out tlie aid of the eternal God It never 
eould have l)een planneil, and without the 
aid of God the ( hl>>el3 and trowels never 
could have constructeil It. There Is not u 
tine church building In all tho world, or a 
properly construct«! eourthonse, ura beau 
tlful art gullcry, or un appropriate audi 
torluiu, or a tasteful home, which, bk«..use 
of that Parthenon, whether its style or 
some other stylo be udo]itetl, Is not direct 
ly or Indirectly a debtor to the Greeks. 


hut there Is another art In my mind— 
the most fascinating, elevatln« und In- 
!«|ilrlng of all arts und thu iieiiieHt to the 
divine—for whleh all the worlil uwcs a 
debt to the Hellenes that will never be 
paid. I mean sculpture. At least 050 ymrs 
before Christ the tjreekH perpetuate«! the 
human face and form in terra cutta and 
marble. W'luit a Idessing to the human 
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Euroiie canirat p u t her d o w n . 
T h e o t h e r 
nations, l)cforw they o p e n tho p o r t h o l e s of 
their njon-of-war against that small k i n g ­ 
dom, had better read of the battle of Aiara* 
thon, where U),000 Athenians, lod o n by 
Miitiades, trluniphml over 100,000 of fchelr 
enemies. At that tlmo, In Greek council o f 
war, f i v e generals were for beginning t h e 
battle and live were against It. Calllmnoh- 
us presided at the council of war, had the 
dwildlng vote, and Mlltlade« addr(»M«d 
him, saying; 


it now rests with you, Calllinachu«, 
either to enslavo Athens, or, by Insuring 
her freeilora, to win yourself an Immor 
tnllty of fame, for never since tho Athe­ 
nians were a iK'oplcwero they In such dan­ 
ger as they lire In at this moment. If they 
lunv the knee to these Mctles, they aro to 
be given up to Hiiiplas, and yon know 
what they will thcJi Imvo to sufTer, but If 
Athens comes victorious out of this con­ 
test sho has It In her \Kiwer to become tho 
llrst elty of Qroece.

family that men and women, mightily us«j- 
ful, who could live only within a century 
may be perpetuated for live or six or ten 
centuries! Ilow I wish that some sculptor 
contemporaneous wit ll Christ could have 
put his matchless form iu marble! But 
for every grand and exquisite »¡tatuo of 
Martin Luther, of John Knox, of William 
l*onn, of Thonuis Chalmers, of Wellington, 
of Lafayotte, of any of the great statesmen 
or emancipators or c'onquerors who adorn 
your parks or fill the niches of your acad­ 
emies, you are debtors to tho Greeks. They 
covcred the Aero()olls, they gloriUed the 
teiuples, they adorne«l the cemeteries with 
statues, some in cedar, some in ivory, 
Hoino in silver, some in gold, some in size 
diminutive and some in size colossal. 
Thanks to Phidias, who worked in st«)ne; 
to Clearchus, who worketl in bronze; to 
Dontas, who worked in gold, and to all 
ancient chisels of ctmimemoratioh. Do you 
not reftlize that for many of tho wonders 
of sculpture we are debtors to tho Greeksy 
The Art uf IlttitllDg. 


Yea, for the science of medicine, tho 
great art of healing, wo must thank tho 
Grooks. There is tho Immortal Greek doc­ 
tor, Hippocrates, who flrst ojiened the door 
for dlseasu to go out and health to come 
In. Ho flrst set fcjrth the importjuico of 
cleanliness and sleep, nutking tho patient 
before tretitment to Im) wastuHi and take 
slumber on the hide of a sacrlih‘ed beast. 
Ho flrst discovered tho importance of thor­ 
ough [irognosls and diagnosis. He formu­ 
lated tho fumous oath of Hlppooratos 
which Is taken by physicians of our day. 
He enmnoliutted medicine from sup«‘rstl- 
tlon, umplrlolsm and priestcraft. He was 
the father of all tho infirmaries, iiospltals 
and medical c <j 1 leges of the last 
con- 
tiu-les. 
Ancient medicament and surgery 
had before that been anatomleiil and phys­ 
iological assault and Imttery, and long 
aft«r the tlmo of IlipptM^rates, tho Greek 
diMJtor, where his theories wero not known, 
tho Bible s()eaks of fatal medical treat­ 
ment when tt siiys, “ In his disease he 
sought not to tho Lord, but to tho phy- 
siclans, attd Asa slept with his fathers." 
And we read lu the New Testament of the 
poor woman who had Ijeen treated by In­ 
competent doctors, who asked large fees, 
where it says, “ She had suffercHl many 
things of niany physlelans and had spent 
all that she had atid was nothing Ijetter, 
but rather grew worse." For our glorious 
science of mediclnoand surgery—-more sub­ 
lime than astronomy, tor we liave moi’o to 
do with disease than with the stars; more 
oeautlful than Ixjtany, for bloom of health 
in the cheek of wife und eliild is worth 
more tu us than all t|ie roses of the garden 
—for this grandest of all sciences, the sci­ 
ence of healing, every pillow of reeovereil 
Invhlld, every ward of American and Eu- 
rcpean hospital, may well cry out: “ Thank 
God for old Dr. HlpiJocrates. I, like Paul, 
am indebted to the Greeks," 
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Modes, hut if wo light before there Is any 
thing rotten In the state of Athens 1 be­ 
lieve that, provided tho gods will glvo fair 
field and no favor, we arc able to get tho 
best of It In tho engagement."

That won the vote of Callimachus, and 
SIX)!) tho liattlo openiHl, and In full run tlia 
men of Mlltlado.s fell upon the Persian 
hosts, shouting; “ On, sons of Greece! 
Strike for the freedom of your country! 
.Strike for the fnH*dom of ymir children 
and your wives, for tho shrines of your fa­ 
thers' gmis and ftir the sepuhdier.s of your 
sln’s!” Whllo only isrj Greeks fell «1,400 
Persians lay dead upon the field, and many 
of tho Asiatic iiosts who took to tho war 
ves.sels In the harlM)r were consunu-d in 
the shipping. 
Persian oppreH.^ion was re­ 
buked, Grticlan lllu'rty was achieved, the 
c.ause of civilization was advanetnl, and tho 
western world and all nathins have felt the 
lierolcs. 
Had there been no Miitiades 
there might havo been no Washington. 


Also at Thormopyh« !10t» GK'eks, alottg 
a roail only wide enough for a wluvl track 
lx'twe«'n a mountain and a marsli, dltnl 
rather than sin'reiidcr. Had thei^t Uhiu n«> 
Thermopyhe there might have Ih'cu no 
Bunker Hill. 
Tho echo of Athenian and 
Spart^in heroicN was heard at tho gates of 
Lucknow, and Sevastopol, and Bannock 
burn, and Lexington, and Gettysburg. 
English Magna Charta, and Declaration of 
American Inilepcndenco, and the song of 
Robert Burns, entitled “ A Man's a Man 
For a' That," %vcrc only the long contin­ 
ued reverberation of what was said and 
done 30 centuries iMjfore In that little king­ 
dom that the powers of Europe aro uow 
imposing upon. Greece having again and 
again shown that 10 men In tho right aro 
stronger than lou men in tho wrong, the 
heroics of lAionldus and Aristide'« and The- 
mlstcjclos will not cease their mission un 
til the last tnan on earth Is as friH) as God 
made him. There Ih not on cither sldo of 
tho Atlantic today a rei)Ubllc tliut cannot 
truthfully employ the words of tho text 
and eay, “ I am debtor to the Greek«." 


UiiUt to the Oreek.. 


But now comes tho practical question. 
How can we jiay that dobt or a liart of it? 
For we cannot pay more than 10 per cent 
of that debt in which Paul acknowledgeil 
himself u bunkrupt By praying Almighty 
God that he will help Greece in its present 
war with Mohammedanism and tiie con 
eerteit empires of Europe. 
I know her 
qutvn, a noble, Christian woman, her face 
the throne of all l>enetlœuco and loveli­ 
ness, her life an example of noble wife 
hood and motherhood. God help those pal­ 
aces In thesu days of awful exigency! Our 
American si-nato did well the other day, 
when, in that capitol liullding whleh owe.s 
to Greecu Us columnur Impressiveness, 
they lutssed a hearty renulutiuii of sympa 
thy for tliat nation. 
Would that all who 
have |Mjtent words that can Iju heard In 
Euro(>e would utter them now, when they 
aresoiuueh needed! l^*t us repeat to them 
in English whut tliey centuries ago de 
dared to the world In Greek, “ Blesised are 
tho.se who are perr»*cuted for righttHius 
ness’ sake, for theirs is tho kingdom uf 
heaven. ’’ 


Another way of partly ptiylng our debt 
to tho Greeks is by higher appreciation ol 
the learning and self sacrifice of the men 
who in our own land stand for all that the 
ancient Greeks stood. Whllo hereand there 
one comes to public approval and rewani 
the most of them live In privation or on 
salary disgracefully small. 
Tho scholars, 
the archwologlsts, the artists, the literati 
—most of them live up three or four 
flights of stairs und by small windows that 
do not let iu the full sunlight. You p^tss 
them every day in your streets without 
any recognition. Grub street, where many 
of the mighty men of the past suffered, is 
long enough to reach around the world. 
No neetl of wasting our symiMtthy upon 
the unappreclatcHl thinkers and workers of 
the |iast, though Llnnajus sold his works 
for a single ducat, though Noah Webster's 
spelling Itook yielded him u>ore tlum his 
dictionary, though Correggio, the great 
Iiainter, receiving for 
long 
contluuetl 
work payment of füll, died from overjoy; 
thougii when Goidsmlth‘s friends visited 
him they were obliged to sit In the win 
dow, as he had biU one chair; though 
Samuel Boyse, tho greut {mot, starved to 
doath; though the author of “ Hudiiiras'' 
diotl in a garret, though “ Paradise l^)st’’ 
brought Its author only $¿5 cash down, 
with promise of |öU more If tho Male war­ 
ranted It, so that 176 was all that was 
paid for what Is considered tho greittest 
IKMsmever written. Better turn our atten 
tlon to the fact that thert^ are ut this mo­ 
ment hundreds of authors, |iainters, sculp­ 
tors, architects, brain workers, without 
bread and without fuel and without com 
petent apiiarel. As far as you can afford It, 
buy their sculpture, read their books, pur­ 
chase their pictures, encourage tlieir (>en, 
their {Mîncll, their chisel, their engraver's 
knife, their architect's compass. Thowori«,' 
calls them “ bookworms" or “ Dr. Dryas 
dust," but If there had Ixjon no l>ook- 
worms or dry doctors of law and science 
and theology there would havo been no 
Aixjciilyptio angel. They are tho Greeks of 
our country and time, and yuur obliga­ 
tion to them is infinite. 


Way tu Vmjr the Debt. 


But there Is a lietter way to \i»y them, 
and that is by their personal wtlvatlon, 
which will never come to them through 
books or thrtnigh learncil presentiUlon, be­ 
cause in llteratureandlntclleetnal realms 
they are masters. 'I’hey ci*n outargue, out- 
(juoto, outdogmutize you. Not through the 
gate of the head, but through the gate of 
the heart, you may capture them. 
When 
men of learning and might are brought to 
God, they aro brought by tiie siwplsat 
story of what religion con do for a toul. 
They have lost children. Oh, tell th«m 
how ChrUI ooatforti-d yon when you loi« 
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nlans, »nd the city w linie botniyod to the^jpiiiigiyitiiiig j^uckct and aavwl tho lives of tho

Tho sui>crintcndent 


of tho mine flow to the rescue and l>U>cked 
tho nmohlnory. 
When Jim Homsworth’s 
bleeding and broken Ixnly was put on a 
litter andcarriiHl homeward ond some one 
exclaimed, “ Jim , this Is awful I" ho ro 
plliHl, “ Oh, w hat’s tho difference so long 
as I saved the lioy.««?’’ 


What, an Illustration it was of suffering 
for others, and wluit a text from which to 
llluHtriitc tho lichavlorof our Christ, limp 
Ing and lacerated and broken anti torn 
and crushwl In tho work of stopping tho 
descending ruin tliat would have destnjy-. 
cd *mr souls! Try such a scene of vicarious 
Huft'erlng as this on tliat nmn caivalde of 
overthrowing all your arguments for tho 
truth, and ho will sit down and weep. 
Draw your Illustrations from tho classics, 
and It Is to him an old story, but l^’yden 
jars ond electric Imtterlus and teleseo|H*s 
and Greek drama will all surivnder to the 
story of Jim Heniswortb's “ Oh, w hat’s 
the different^» so long as I savetlthe boys?” 
Then, If your Illustration of Christ’s 
st'lf sacriflc«\ drawn from s«nne sccno of 
today, and your story of what Christ has 
done for you do not (|uito feteh him Into 
tho right way, just say to him, “ Profess­ 
or—doctor-“judge, why was It that Paul 
declared he was a debtor to tho Greekst” 
And ask your learned friend to take his 
Greek Testament ond translate for you, In 
his own way, from Greek Into English, 
the splendid peroration of Paul’s serihon 
on Mars hill, under the power of which 
tho 
scholarly Dionysius surrendered— 
namely, "T he tlmesof this Ignorance God 
winked at, b u t now commandeth all men 
everywhere to repent, bccauao ho hath ap- 
polntotl a day in the which he will judge 
the world lo righteousness, by that man 
whom ho hath ordained, whereof ho hath 
given assurance unto all meu In th at he 
hath raised him from tho dead." By the 
tlmo he has g o t through tho tmnshitlon 
from tho Greek 
I think you will see his 
Up tremble, and there will come i pallor 
on his face llko the pallor on tho sky at 
daybreak. By tho eternal salvation of that 
scholar, that great thinker, that splendid 
man, you will havo done something to help 
pj»y your Indobtcdness to Ihe Greeks. And 
uow to God tlio Father, God the Son and 
God tho Holy Ghost be honor aud glory 
and dominion and victory and song, world 
without end. Amen.

TOTE WILL BE TAKEN WEDNESDAY 


Purport and Policy of the Democrats Is to 


O«t u lleciml Voto <m On* uf Thulr 
"Triutt" Proposition!!—I'rogrttits 3Iadu Ifl 
Very Slow—Senate ForevH«t Not So Kusy, 
but It Will Talk—I'l-opo-iett i'liiaucla] 


Washington, March 29.—Three more 


days will probably see the end ol Uie 
struggle over the Dingley tariff bill in 
the house. The bill will he open for 
amendment until 1 o'clock on Wednes- 
day, when the debate is to close with a 
two-hour display of oratory. Tlia vot- 
ing Is to begin at 3 o'clock on that day. 
Bo far as known there will he no break 
In the Republican ranks, nut at least 
four of: the Democrats will brave the 
party whip and cast their votes for the 
bill—three from Louisiana and one from 
Texas. There is also a probability that 
one Populist and one allverlte will vote 
for the protective "meanure. 
Dingley, 


who has engineered the bill through the 
eddies of debate, will devote his ener- 
gies to pressing; the consideration uf the 
bill forward with the utmost expedition 
in order to complete it before the vote is 
taken. But the Democrats are pursu- 
ing u course which has thus far ren- 
dered progress extremely difficult. 


Gcttiiig Along; Mighty Slowly. 


But fourteen of the 1C2 puges of the 


bill were disposed of in thy two days 
of last week. Al this rate It would re- 
iiulve twenty-one days for the house. 
Bitting seven hours u day, to t-urnplele 
th« consideration of the hill under the 
five-minute rule. If the present tactics 
of the opposition are persisted In it Is 
not Improbable that night sessions will 
be held today and tomorrow. The pol- 
icy of the Democrats thus far lias been 
to attack, every itwn and mulct- It the 
text for general assaults on the bill. It 
le understood that they will make a 
particularly strong stand ugainwl the 
uteel and sugar schedules. They do not 
hope 
to accomplish anything, how- 


ever, in the way of amendment. 


Policy of tho Democrat*. 


They have made trusts the keystone 


of their opposition up to this time, arid 
the only thing which they really believe 
they can accomplish is to secure a record 
vote on an amendment such as was of- 
fered on Friday, providing for the sus- 
pension of the duty on any article con- 
trolled by a truat or combination. ,Th&y 
propose to do^this, If possible, by a. mo- 
tion to recommit with instructions aft- 
er tlie bill la reported from the commit- 
tee of the whole.

JLHngl«y In Cluster or tlie Situation. 


The ftu-t that the reading uf the bill 


may not be Completed under the live- 
nlnute rule will in no wise interfere 
with the power of the ways and means 
ommittee to perfect It. Their amend- 
tients are in order to any part of tlie 
bill at any lime, and when It becomes 
apparent that the bill utinnot be com- 
pleted Dingley can ussuine charge and 
clear up all the amendments he dfslres 
o offer. After tlie tariff bill is passed 
the house probably will adjourn three 
days at a time until the appropriation 
bllis are returned to it. If they are 
amended by the senate the house prob- 
ably will accept 
the opportunity of- 


fered for talking, and as no injury can 
be done is likely that the leaders will 
indulge the members to some extent in 
this regard. 


Little Progress M:ule Saturday. 


The progress of the house on the tar- 


ff bill was even slower Saturday than Fri- 
day. 
Only five more pages of the 162 


?ages of the bill were disposed of, mak- 
ing fourteen pages in all in the two of 
Lhe five days allowed for consideration 
mder the five minute rule. At this rate 
only thirty-one pages of the bill will 
be disposed of before the bill comes 
to a final vote. Only five amendments 
were adopted Saturday, all of minor im- 
portance, and each an amendment of 
the ways an means committee. All the 
questions involved in the tariff, with 
occasional^pcursions Into the realm of 
the financial theories, furnished fruit- 
ful topics for the members. Fully two 
hours was spent in the discussion of 
whether the foreigner or the consumer" 
paid the tax- This question bids fair 
to consume much more time before the 
lebate closes. The Republicans are try- 
ing to advance the consideration of the 
bill by refraining from debate, but they 
are forced by the attacks of the opposi- 
tion to defend their measure. 


TWO NEW FINANCIAL BILLS. 


Quo Modifies tlie Bunking Law und 
the 


Other It o tiros Greenbacks. 


Washington, March 2!!.—Representa- 


tive Walker, of Massachusetts, Satur- 
day introduced two bills relating 
to 


banking and currency entitled, respect- 
ively, "to modify the national banking 
laws so as to provide the people with a 
safe, ample, elastic and cheap curren- 
cy," and "to call in and cancel the pa- 
per money now injuring the prosperity 
of Lhe country." The first bill provides 
that hereafter no national bank shall be 
required to deposit bonds to secure cir- 
culation, and circulating nott'a are to 
be issued up to tlie amount of the un- 
impaired capital of the bank. The same 
reserve is required for the circulating 
notes as for individual deposits. 
The 


cash reserve shall be in specie and at 
least one half of it 'n gold. Specie shall 
be paid on clcnia-.it under penalty of 24 
per cent, interest as damage's during the 
time of refusal so to pay. The other bill 
provides for the issue of $750,000,000 of 
bonds under the act of Jan. 19, 1875, 
running from two to ten years 
and 


drawing 2% per cent, interest. The pro- 
:ceds are to be used in redeeming and 
inncelling outstanding United States le- 
gal tender notes, treasury notes and 
silver certificates. The bill further au- 
thorises the sale of silver bullion and 
silver dollars in tho treasury sit the 


rket value whenever such silver dol- 
s aenr.ot he Jwpt In circulation as 
nt-y. Tlie proceeds of the sale of sil- 
• shall reduce the Issue of bonds to 


that extent. 


The moml ;rs of the executive com- 


mittee appointed by the monetary con- 
ference held in Indianapolis some weeks 
ago had an Interview with Secretary 
Gafit> at the treasury department. The 
committee, which w$a headed by tit* 


<31nnnpolls, dlttouMed with th« ft*crt- 
tary the question of the probability of 
congress at once authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a monetary commission on 
the revision of our monetary system, 
aH recommended by the Indianapolis 
conference, and also by President Mc- 
Ktnley in his inaugural message. Gage 
expressed himsef as fully convinced ot 
tin- necessity for such a commission, 
and he thought that no good could re- 
sult from delaying Its appointment.

Ho Slums Whut We Owe (ho Greek*—A

IK-M. 


WAPinxaTOS", March 28.—As Dr. Till- 


imigo's sermons nro imbllshcd on bntli suit')- 
tlio ocean, this discourso on a tmlijrot of 
worldwide lnt.otvst will nttruci univcrwil 
attention. 
His text tvua Itonmnrt 1, M, "I 


am debtor both to thu Crocks und to the 
Ijurbiirlnns." 


At tliia time, when tlmt bwlnMiiotU of 


ubuiuiimtloiis, 
MolininiiiodaiiisMi, 
after 


having gorged itself ou thocarciisscs of 
100,000 Aruieninns, Is trying to put its 
paws upon ono of tho fairest of all lift- 
tlons, tlmt of tho Crooks, 1 preach tlita 
sermon of sympathy and protest, for ev- 
er)' intelligent poison on this sUlt; of the 
son, as well H9 tho oilier" side, llko Paul, 
who wrote tho text, Is debtor to the Greeks. 
Tho present crisis is emphasized by tho 
guns of the allied powers of iCuropo, ready 
to be unlhnbered against tho Hellenes, und 
1 am iiskud'to spunk out. Paul, with a 
master lutelleofc of the ages, sat in bril- 
liant Corinth, the great Acro-Corlnthus 
fortress frowning from tho height of 1,080 
feet, and in tho housu of Gains, where lie 
was H giiust, a big pile of imuiuy near him, 
which he was taking to .lerusaleni for tho 
poor. 


In this letter to the Romans, which 


Chrysostom admired so much tlmt ho had 
It read to htm twice a wiiek, Paul prnctl- 
ctilly tuiya: "I, tho tipostlo,- am bank- 
rupt. I owe what I cannot nay, but I will 
pny us large- a pemnitugu us 1 uan. It Is 
an obligation for what Greek litornturu 
and Greek sculpture and Greek arehitec- 
t\iro ami Greek prowess hftve ilonu fov u\o. 
I will pay all lean in iustallmentsof evan- 
gelism. I um insolvent to tho Greeks." 
Hellas, ua Cho inhabitants call ic, or 
Grt'ucw, as wo call it, is insignificant iu 
size, nbout u third «.<t largo UH thi1 statit of 
Now York, but what tt laoks lu bii-adth it 
makes up in height, with UH inoiinhilns 
Cylououud Eta and Taygetus uiiu Tym- 
plm-stus, each over 7,000 foot in ehsvatlou, 
and its Purnassus, over H,()00. Just the 
country for mighty men to bo horn in, fur 
ill all lauds the most uf the intolteotutil 
and moral giants were not born on tho 
plain, but had for ortidle the valley be- 
tween two mountains. That country, no 
part of which is more than 40 miles from 
tho sea, has made its impress upon tho 
world aa no other nation, and it today 
holds a first mortgage of obligation upou 
all civilized people. While wu muse leavo 
to statesmanship and diplomacy the settle- 
mtut of the Intricate questions which now 
involve all Europe and Indirectly nil na- 
tions, it Is time for »il churches, ull schools, 
all universities, all arts, all literature, to 
sound out lu the most emphatic way the 
declaration, "I am debtor to tile Greeks." 


The Greek Luugtmgw. 


lu the first pliico, we owe tu U\cli' luu- 


gungo our Ntw IVstiunent. All of it wiw 
first written lu Greek, except tho buuk of 
Matthew, and that, written iu the Ara- 
lureau language, was soon put Into Greek 
by our Saviour's brother James. 
To the 


Greek language we owe the best sermon 
ever preached, the best letters over writ- 
ten, tho bcsfc visions ever kindled. All the 
parables In Greek. All the miracles in 
Greek. 
Tho sermon on the mount In 


Greek. Tho story of Bethlehem und Gol- 
gotha aud Olivet and Jordan hanks and 
Galilean beaches and Paulino tmibarka- 
tiou and Pentecostal tongues and seven 
trumpets that sounded over Patmos havw 
eomo to tho world in liquid, symmetrical, 
picturesque, philosophic, uurivaled Greek, 
instead of tho gibberish language in which 
mauy of tho nations of the uarth at that 
tiiuo jabbered. Who can forget It, and who 
can exaggerate Its thrilling importance, 
that Christ* aud heaven were introduced to 
us lu the language of the Greeks, the lan- 
guage iu which Homer had sung and 
Sophocles dramatized und Plato dialogued 
and Socrates discoursed and Lycurgus leg- 
islated aud Demosthenes thundered his 
uration on "The Crown?" Everlasting 
thauks to God that the waters of life were 
not handed to the world iu the unwashed 
cup of corrupt languages from which na- 
tions had been drinking, but in the clean, 
bright, Koldea lipped, emerald handled 
ohalico of the Hellenes. Learned Curtius 
wrote a whole volume about the Greek 
verb. Philologists century after century 
imve been measuring the symmetry of that 
language, ladeu with elegy and philippic, 
drama and comedy, "Odyssey" and "II- 
hid," but the grandest thing that Greek 
language ever accomplished was to give to 
the world tho benediction, the comfort, tho 
irradiation, the salvation, of the gospel of 
the Son of God. 
For that we are j'ibtors 


to the Greeks. 


And while speaking of our philological 


obligation let mo call your attention to 
the fact that many of the intellectual and 
moral and theological leaders of tho ages 
got much of their diseipliuo and effective- 
ness from, Greek literature. It is popular 
to scoff at the dead languages, but 50 per 
cent of the world's intellectuality would 
have been taken off if through learned in- 
stitutions our young meu had not, under 
competent professors, been drilled in Greek 
masterpiece-;, Hesiod's" Weeks and Days," 
or tho oulogiuni by Simonides of tho slain 
iu war, or Pindar's "Odes of Victory," or 
"Tho Recollections of Socrates," or "The 
Art of Words," by Coras, or Xonophon's 
"Anabasis." 


History and the Greeks. 


From tho Greeks tho world learned how 


to make history. Had there been no He- 
rodotus und Thucydfdes thoro would havo 
been no Macaulay or Bancroft. Had thcro 
been no Sophocles in tragedy thcro would 
havo been no Shakcspuare. Had there been 
no Homer there would havo been no Mil- 
ton. Tho modern wits, who aro iiuw or 
havo been put on tho divine mission of 
making tho world laugh at the right tiii\e, 
win bo traced bock to Aristophanes, tile 
Athenian, and many of tho jocosities that 
aro now taken as new had their sugges- 
tions 8,800 years ago In tho 54 comedies 
of that master of merriment. Grecian 
mythology hus been tho richest mine from 
which orators and essayists havo drawn 
their illustnitUnis mid jiiiAiityrs thu themes 
for their (.'tin vns, and, although now an ttx- 
Jiaiifited mine, Grecian mythology has tin mi 
a work that nothing else could have iu;- 
tompllHhed.

like Paul, id indebted to tho Creeks for 
urchlU'L-luro. Tho world before tlifi timo uf 
the t.lreukH liad built momililhs, obelisks, 
oroi'ilei:hs,sphlnxyjs and pynunldN, butt-hoy 
wore mostly iiionuiiienl-al to tho dejid 
whom 11 in j* failed lo mt'mormUzo.

not certain even of tin* nmiies of thiwe in 
whoso eoiiimvnHmit-imi th« pyramids wove 
built. J3ut Greek architecture-did ma>l for 
the living, Ignoring Egyptian precedents 
and borrowing nothing from other na- 
tions, tlrci'Ii tirchltectiiro carved it* own 
columns, set it.-? own pediments, adjusted 
UH own tmt.'ililaiureri, rounded its 
own 


moldings and i-im-lal nul. as never boforo 
the thre-o qualitKsof right building, failed 
by nn old author "tirniJtas, nlllitas, venu- 
slas'—namely, limitless, usefulness, beau- 
ty. Although tho PiirHit'nunoii tlm Acrop- 
olfs 
»>f Athens is only a wreck of 
tho 


storui-i and earthquakes uud bombard- 
menu of many eonturlLS, and although 
Lord Klgin took from imo aldo of tlmt 
lniildins, ai mi expense of 3260,000, two 
shipload.-* uf se-iilptura, orio shipload going 
down in the Mediterranean and tho other 
shipload now to be found in the British 
museum, the Parthenon, though iu oom- 
parnlive ruia^, lias been an inspiration to 
aH hi'diifciicta for ccntuviua past tiud will 
bo nn inspiration all tho time from now 
until tho world itself la a temple of ruin. 
Oli, that Parthenon! One never gats over 
having once seen it. 
Bub what nmsfc It- 


have been when It stood na its architects, 
Ikitnos and Kulliki-atos, bullb it out of 
Pentcllcnn marble, white as Mont Blatio 
at uijuiiday aud us uverwhebuiug. Height 
above height. Overtopping the august and 
majustie pile and rising" from its roof was 
a statue of Pallas Promuobus tu bronze, 
so tall and flashing that sailors far out at 
son beheld tho plume of her helmet.

At lea^t UoU years 
before Christ the i.ireeks perpetuated the 
human face and furiu in t«rra eutt« and 
marble. 
Whtiti a blessing to thu human 


family that men and women, mightily use- 
ful, who oould live only within a century 
maybe perpetuated for five or six or ten 
centuries! How I wish that some sculptor 
contemporaneous with Christ could havo 
put his matchless form iu marble! But 
for every grand and exquisite statue of 
Jlai'tin Luther, of Jofrn Knox, of William 
Penu, of Thomas Chalmers, of Wellington, 
of Lafayette, of any of the great statesmen 
or emancipators or conquerors who adorn 
your parks or fill the niches of your acad- 
emies, you are debtors to the Greeks. They 
covered the Acropolis, they gloriUed tho 
temples, they adorned the cemeteries with 
statues, some iu cedar, some in ivory, 
some in silver, some in gold, some in size 
diminutive uud some in size colossal. 
Thfinks to Phidias, who worked In stone; 
to Clearchus, who worked lu bronze; to 
Dontas, who worked iu gold, aud to all 
auoienii chisels of commemoration. Do yon 
not realize that for many of tho wonders 
of sculpture we are debtors to the Greeks? 


The Art of Healing;. 


Yea, for tho science of medicine, tho 


great art of healing, we must thank the 
Greeks. Thoro IH thy Immortal Greek doo- 
tor, Hippocrates, who first opened the door 
for disease to go out and health to come 
iu. He first set forth the importance of 
cleanliness and sleep, making tho patient 
beloro treatment to bo washed and take 
slumber on the hide of a sacrificed beast. 
Ho first discovered the importance of thor- 
ough prognosis and diagnosis. Ho formu- 
lated tho famous oath 
of Hippocrates 


which is taken by physicians of our day. 
Ho emautjipated medicine from supersti- 
tion, umuiricism iiud priestcraft. He WHS 
the father of all tho infirmaries, hospitals 
and medical colleges of the last 28 cen- 
turies. 
Auclout medicament and surgery 


had before that been anatomical aud phys- 
iological assault and battery, and long 
after tho timo of Hlppocrutiis, the Greek 
doctor, whore his theories woro not known, 
tho Bible speaks of fatal medical treat- 
ment when iti says, "In 
his diseaso ho 


sought uot to tho Lord, but to the phy- 
sicians, and Asa slept with his fathers." 
And wo read iu tho New Testament of the 
poor woman who had been treated by In- 
utmipotoiit doctor*, who asked largo fccr, 
where it says, "Mho had suflurud many 
things of many physicians and had spent 
all that Pho had a*hd was nothing better, 
but rather grew worse." For our glorious

i of medicine a ml surgery—more .sub-

do with disease thnu with tht-ftjirs; more 
neauliful than botany, for bloom of health 
in the check of wife und child is worth 
more to us than all the roses of tho garden 
—for this grainiest of all scieiicud, the sel- 
enoo of healing, evi>ry pilloiv of recovered 
Invalid, every ward of American and Ku* 
rcpe;in hospital, nuiy well cry out; "Thank 
God for old Dr. Hippocrates. I, llko Paul, 
nm indebted to tho Greeks." 


Furthermore, nil the world Is obligated, 


to Hvllas mgio than H can av$r pny for Mf 


heroics lathe cause of liberty »od right 
United Kuiopo today had not better tliiuk 
that tho Greeks will not light. There mny 
be fallings back and vacillations isnd tem- 
porary defoat, hut 1( Grooco Uj right all 
Kuropoumiaot put her down. The other 
nations, l>efore they open tho portholen of 
their men-of-war unalust that small king- 
dom, had better mid of (hobtittloof Mara- 
thon, whore 1U,(JUO Athenian*), 1«1 on by 
Mmlados, trhuniihud over 100,000 of thol'r 
enemies. At that time. In Greek council of 
war, live general* were for beginniiiK the 
buttle, and Uw \ver« UKiiliiKtlt. CulUumoh- 
us presided at the council of war, had the 
deciding vote, und Mlltladoa addressed 
him, saying: 


"U now re«ts with you, CalllmachiiB, 


either to enslave Athens, or, by insuring 
her freedom, to win yourself nn Immor- 
tality of fame, fur never ulnco tho Athe- 
nians were a people wero they in fiiu-h dan- 
ger as theyare In at this moinont. If they 
bow the knre to theso Medes, the.v aro to 
bu Kivvn up to Hlppiiis, ami you know 
what they will then havo to .suffer, but If 
Athens comes victorious out of this con- 
test she has it In her power to Income tho 
ilrst cHy of Greece. Your vote is to dt-ehlo 
whet her wo aru to join buttle or not. If we 
do not bring on a battle presently, Home 
fudioun Intrigue will disunite tho Athe- 
nians, and the city will IH* betrayed t< 
Modes, but If we light before thcro Is any 
thing rotten In the state of Athens 1 bo- 
lii-ve that, provided thn gods will nlvo fair 
Held and no favor, we are able lo get, the 
best of It in the tMtgagi'inent."

That won the vote of CalUmachns, and

Had there been no 
Tliermnpyhe there might havo heou no 
Bunker Hill. 
The t-dio of Atln;niiin and 


hpartJin hurolu's was hoard at the gales of 
. LutikUQw, and ridvaKtouul, and liaunock- 
burn, and Lexington, and Gettysburg. 
English Mayrm C'liarta, and Declaration of 
American Independence, and the song 01 
Robert Burns, entitled "A Man's a Man 
For a' Tljat," vrci-E only the long contin- 
ued reverberation of what was Kald and 
done 20 centuries before in that llttlu king- 
dom that the powers of Europe are now 
imposing upon. Greece having again and 
again shown that 10 men In thu right arc 
stronger than 100 men in the wrong, tlio 
heroics of LeonldiiH and Ai-istidesaiidThe- 
mlstocles will not ceaso their mission un- 
til the last man on earth Is as frco as God 
matla him. Thovo Is uot on either skin of 
the Atlantic today a republic that cannot 
truthfully employ tho words of thu test 
aud suy, ;'l am debtor to tho Greokfi." 


Debt to the Greeks. 


But now cornea the practical question, 


How can vfti pay that d«bt or a part of it? 
for wo cannot pay more than IU per cent 
of that debt in which Paul acknowledged 
himself a bankrupt. By praying Almighty 
God that ho will help Greece in Its present 
war with Mohammedanism and the eon- 
our ted umpires of Europe. I know her

hood and motherhood. God help tlio.se pal- 
aces In these days of awful exigency! Our 
American st'iiato did well the other day, 
when, In thutcapltol building which owes 
Lo Greeuw its 
uuluniuiu1 hnpre&ilvGUess, 


th«y passed a huirty rcsuluiiuii of sympa- 
thy for that nation. 
Would Unit all who 


have potent words that can bu heard In 
Europe would inter them now, when they 
arosomui'h needed! Let us repeal- to them 
In English what the.v centuries ago de- 
clared to the world in Greek, "Blessed am 
those whu art) perpucuted for rijjhteoua- 
uesa' Hake, lor thi'lrs is tho kingdom of 
heaven." 


Another way of partly paying our debt 


to the Greeks i= by higher appreciation ol 
the learning and self sacrifice of the mun 
who in our own laudstand fur all that the 
ancient Greeks stood. While here a ml there 
one comes to public approval and reward 
tho most of them live in privation or on 
salary disgracefully small. 
Tim scholars, 


the archaeologists, the artists, tho literati 
—most of them live up three or four 
flights of stairs and by small windows that 
do not let in the full sunlight. You pass 
them every day In your streets without 
any recognition. Grub street, where many 
of the mighty men of the past Buffered, is 
long enough to reach around the world. 
No need of wasting our sympathy upon 
tho unappreciated thinkers and workers of 
the past, though Liuuwus sold his works 
for a single ducat, though Noah Webster's 
spelling book yielded him wore than his 
dictionary, though Correggio, the great 
painter, 
receiving for 
long 
continued 


work payment of $!)!), died from overjoy; 
though when Goldsmith's friends vialted 
Mm they wero obliged to sit in the win- 
dow, as he had but one chair; though 
Snmuol Boyse, tho great poet, starved tu 
death; though the author of "Hudinrns*' 
died in a garret, though "Paradise Lost" 
brought its author only $85 cash down, 
with promise of §50 more if tho sale war- 
ranted It, so that $75 was all that was 
paid for what Is considered tlio greatest 
poem over written. Bettor turn our atten- 
tion to tho fact that there aro at this mo- 
ment hundreds of authors, painters, sculp- 
tors, architects, brain workers, without 
bread and without fnol and without com 
petent apparel. AH far as you can afford It, 
buy their sculpture, reud their books, pur- 
chase their pictures, encourage their pen, 
their pencil, their chisel, their engnivvv'K 
knife, their architect's compass. Thcworl',1 
calls them "bookworms" or "Dr. Dryas- 
dust," but If there had be-on no book- 
worms or dry doctors of law and science 
and theology thcro would havo been no 
Apocalyptic ungcl. They are tho Grruks of 
our country and time, and your obliga- 
tion to them is iii/lnito. 


Way tu Pay tho I)cl»t. 


Uut thero IH a bettor way to pay thorn, 


and that in by their personal salvation, 
which will never anno to them through 
books or through learned presentation, be- 
cause In llterutu wand intellectual realms 
they aro masters. They can outurgue, ont- 
qiutte, outdogmatizc yuu. N'ot through the 
gate of tho head, but through the gate of 
tho heart, you nmy capture thorn.
